School Report. 


The number of pupils who have attended school during the 
year is 95. 

The number of pupils between the ages of five and fifteen 
enumerated by the Truant Officer in April, 1902, was 97. 

We consider that our schools the past year have compared favor- 
ably with those of the last few years, and in one or two of them 
there has been marked improvement. 

In the Spring the school at the South Road was in charge of 
Miss Elsie Hooke. Miss Hooke became ill the last day of the 
term, and died during the summer vacation. We appreciated her 
efforts as a teacher, and mourn her untimely death. It was thought 
best not to open that school in the Fall, but to carry the children 
to the Crawley’s school. 

We have found it very difficult to get experienced teachers for 
the South Road school, for teachers of experience usually prefer 
larger schools. We felt that the children would take more interest 
and make better progress at Crawley’s. A child in a class alone is 
not apt to try as hard to improve as when he is working to keep 
up with or go past other children of his age. From what we saw 
of the work of these children during the Fall and Winter we feel 
satisfied with our experiment. 

We would once more urge a more hearty co-operation between 
parents and teachers. Occasional visits from the fathers as well as 
the mothers would be encouraging. We think few people realize 
how much it means to the teachers to have the parents of their 
pupils visit the schools and thus show an interest in them. 

New Geographies have been introduced during the year, and 
other changes are needed. We cannot expect to keep our schools 
up to a high standard if teachers and pupils.are obliged to use out 
of date books.
